A BOARD OF TRADE. 


T 


HKRE is scarcely a townot half the population 


of Reno in California that has not a Board of 


Trade, or some other similai body of public author- 
ity to look after such matters of interest as come 
within the provice of an organization of that char- 
acter and purpose. 
There is no town or city in 


California of twice the population of Reno, where 
such an organization can effect more profitable re- 
sults for its immediate community or of wider im- 
port than right here in the metropolis of Nevada, 
where the matter has been allowed to languish on 
account of the inertness of our citizens, who, while 
admitting its importance and the public benefit to 
be derived, have failed to take the matter in hand 
and the necessary steps for its accomplishment. 


Reno is not only the railroad center of the State, 


but is essentially the hub of the commonwealth in 
a commercial and general business point of view. 
Its possibilities are greater proportionately, than 
those of any other town or city on the Pacific coast, 
and it only requires concert of action in the exploit- 
ing of such enterprise as is not lacking in our com- 
munity, but which has not, heretofore, been exercis- 
ed with such unanimity as to render it effective to 
a greater extent than its individual scope. 


The Journal has frequently urged the necessity 


of the organization of such a body as is suggested 
in the caption of this article, and has shown the ad- 
vantages that would accrue therefrom, which are 
needless to recapitulate, for chey are admitted by 
everyone. It will, however, once more urge the 
utilization of such advantages and that immediate 
steps be taken for an organized system of encour- 
agement to outside capital as well as the protection 
and increased profit of that already invested, in 
which all property holders are directly interested. 
Mr. Prentice, the local representative of the South- 
ern Pacific company, is an ardent advocate of the 
proposition, and is desirous of working in harmony 
with our citizens for the benefit of the town and 
State, in whose prosperity his corporation has, un- 
der its new management, manifested an evidently 
sincere interest and desire for its promotion. 
In 


that one particular alone, harmony and concert of 
action, between the Southern Pacific and our citi- 
zens, should be incentive enough to inspire our bus- 
iness men and property owners with activity in the 
suggested direction. The expense would be trifling 
compared with the results to be obtained and we 
will venture our reputation as a prophet that, with 
a Board of Trade once under way, the only cause 
for regret will be that the matter was not taken in 
hand at an earlier date.

IT MUST BE DISCUSSED. 


DEPUBLICAN congressmen who have been talk- 
*V ing, as a rule, do not favor any tariff legisla- 
tion this winter. Republican senators are not much 
in favor of reciprocity treaties and some assert flat- 
ly that no such treaties can be approved. The sur- 
plus is piling up in the treasury to an enormous ex- 
tent, nearly twice as much as Secretary Gage esti- 
mated, but that don't seem to trouble them just a 
little bit. They say they can use the surplus to 
build an isthmian canal and can prevent further ac- 
cumulations 
by reducing the internal revenue 


taxes. 


It is the usual Republican policy to abandon 


taxation on articles that are proper subjects for rev- 
enue raising and to continue taxing all of the peo- 
ple by the tariff. 
Internal revenue is a tax on con- 


sumption, and usually on luxuries. It is generally 
an honest and a fair tax. Tariff taxation is indirect 
and often unnecessary and burdensome. 


Under the present Dingley tariff law the trusts 


are flouiishing and paying immense dividends on 
watered stock. This does not disturb Republican 
leaders, but Babcock, of Wisconsin, intends to stir 
them up again when Congress meets. He says the 
entire northwest is aroused on the question and he 
will insist on having it considered. 
He asks, "will 


congress permit a tariff duty to remain in force to 
enable trusts to pay dividends on watered stock?" 
and uses the Democratic argument that the duties 
are exorbitant and far beyond the needs of revenue 
or even protection. 


Protection for the consumer has never been a 


part of the Republican policy. The consumer has 
ever been the prey of every Republican tariff. But 
it is nevertheless cruel in Mr. Babcock to make 
such an exposure of his party's claims. He is, how- 
ever, saying no more than Democrats have said in 
exposing the sham of protection, but perhaps Re- 
publicans will believe from him what they would 
not from an avowed opponent of the protection sys- 
tem. 
At all events, Mr. Babcock's statements with 


McKinley's plea for modification of the protective 
policy indicates that there is trouble in store for the 
advocates of trust protection. 
Babcock's bill will 


compel its discussion in the House. Senator Mor- 
gan announces that the Democrats in the Senate 
will insist on taking it up this winter. That is just 
what the Republicans want to avoid. They want 
to retain control of congress and th^y know there 
is danger of losing it, if the tariff question is the is- 
sue. 
They are in a worse position for defending 


that policy than ever before. 
But they wil! have 


to face the music.' 


TO BE RE6RETTED.

HE announcement of Senator Vest, of Missouri, 
that he will under no circumstances consider a 


re-election, will prove a matter of regret, not only 
to the Democrats of the country but to all who have 
watched his course for the last twenty years in the 
Senate and who admire ability' and integrity in a 
national legislator. 
His retiring will be especially 


regretted by the people of the silver producing 
States and territories, for he has been a zealous and 
consistent advocate of bimetallism from the time he 
first took his seat in the upper house of congress, 
and what is perhaps more to the purpose, unlike 
our apostate Senators, has not abandoned the con- 
victions, which he still maintains and upholds. 
He 


has also been a leader of the opposition to trust en- 
croachments and his voice and vote has ever been 
upon the side of the people in all matters of con- 
gressional legislation. 
When asked in a recent in- 


terview what the Republicans would do in the mat- 
ter of trusts, he laughed and said, that during the 
last session of congress the Republicans in the 
house passed a bill making the provisions of the 
Sherman law more effective, but the Republicans 
never permitted it to come to a vote in the senate. 
They referred it to the judiciary committee and 
there it died. 
Every effort of the Democrats to 


have it reported was defeated. "That shows pretty 
conclusively how the Republican party stands on 
the trust question," concluded the Senator.
